Fort Way ne. Ind.. Sept. 22—The 
wreck 
which 
y esterday 
afternoon 
k illed thirty -nine persons and serious­ 
ly injured twenty more, was the most 
disastrous traction car wreck that has 
mark ed interurban traffic since the 
sy stem was established. 
A south­ 
bound limited ar.d northbound local 
car on the Wabash Valley line col­ 
lided near Kingsland. south of this 
city , on a short curve. 
Many of the 
bodies were so mangled that identifi­ 
cation was rendered slow and in some 
cases impossible. 
Hardly any of the 
passengers in the two cars escaped in­ 
jury , but the less seriously hurt gave 
what assistance they could, and in a 
few’ moments sixteen bodies, horribly 
mutilated, were carried to the road­ 
side and laid along the track .

wreck age was begun by the company s 
wreck ing crews. 
One of the survivors say s that both 
cars were tearing along at full speed 
when they came within sight of each 
other on the curve, and there was no 
time to check their onward plunge. 
They came together with a splintering 
crash, and then arose shriek s of those 
who were not k illed in the impact. 
Help from the nearby residents was 
rendered to such as could be removed 
from the wreck , but it seemed a long 
time until sk illful ministrations of sur­ 
geons eq uipped for emergencies was 
provided the injured. 
When a relief car arrived at Kings­ 
land the phy sicians found more work 
for the coroner and undertak ers than 
for themselves. 
The dead and dy ing 
w’ere ly ing in the fields and woods 
nearby , and little could be done for 
most of the injured, as they seemed to 
be bey ond medical aid. The wood and

The 
curve 
where 
the 
wreck occurred is one of the shortest 
on the Wabash Valley line, and there 
was only an instant after the local 
car was sighted before the crash came. 
Even the motormen on the two cars 
had not time to jump. 
The scenes 
following the wreck 
were peculiarly pathetic, as mothers 
and fathers saw’ the mangled forms of 
children tak en from the wreck age and 
a husband saw a wife or a wite a hus­ 
band tak en out so mangled that iden­ 
tification could be made only from the 
clothing. 
Phy sicians and nurses were 
rushed to the scene of the wreck from 
this city and other places on the line, 
and many of the injured are now in 
hospitals. 
Some of them died before 
medical attention could be given, and 
two died while being convey ed to hos­ 
pitals. 
That the cars were running at a very 
fast rate is demonstrated by a view 
•>f the wreck ed cars after they had 
run into each other. 
The iron and 
wood of one could not be distinguished 
from the other, so tangled 
w a s the 
mass, and in this was a struggling, 
riiriek ing mass of humanity , pray ing, 
calling for help and pleading for relief 
from their misery . 
There were four 
■nen in charge of the two cars, two 
conductors and two motormen, and of 
these three are dead, and the fourth 
fatally injured. 
Although the wreck occurred about 
noon, it was about 4 o’clock wrhen the 
last body was tak en out. Owing to the 
delay in attending the injured, several 
died from loss of blood which could 
have been prevented had the survivors 
not been so greatly appalled as to be 
incapable of rendering assistance.

Springfield, Mass., 
Sept. 
22.—The 
Republican prints today a letter from 
Mrs. Bellamy Storer written in France 
on Sept. 6, reviewing the controversy 
between the Storers and Roosevelt 
concerning the former president’s al­ 
leged authorization of the former am­ 
bassador to Austria to visit Pope Pius 
X. and ask him as a personal favor to 
the president of the United States to 
mak e Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul 
a cardinal. 
Letters written by the archbishop 
in 19 03 and 19 04, hitherto unpublished, 
are q uoted by Mrs. Storer to show 
that at repeated interview’s in the 
White House between the archbishop 
and Roosevelt, the president ack nowl­ 
edged that he had commissioned Mr. 
Storer to act as his personal envoy at 
the 
Vatican in behalf of the arch­ 
bishop. 
Mr. Roosevelt has hitherto 
publicly denied that Mr. Storer was 
so authorized. 
Mrs. Storer includes still another 
letter written by Mr. Roosevelt just 
after the presidential election in 189 6, 
in which the colonel ask ed Mr. Storer 
to see President-elect McKinley and 
urge him to appoint Roosevelt assist­ 
ant secretary of the navy . 
This last 
letter seems to refute a recent asser­ 
tion that Mr. Roosevelt never sought a 
public office until his presidential cam­ 
paign in 19 04. 
Mrs. Storer’s letter to the Republi­ 
can concludes as follows: 
“ I write 
this statement of facts because it is l 
time that people in Europe and Amer­ 
ica should k now what manner of man 
is Theodore Roosevelt and how niucu 
his vociferation for ’honesty and a 
sq uare deal’ really mean. 
He is a 
dangerous influence and 
the 
truth 
alone can overcome his power—as it 
can overcome all evil. 
“I write this statement also in order 
to prove that Mr. Roosevelt’s req uest 
to Pope Pius X. was not made at the 
solicitation of Archbishop Ireland, but 
first of all from the ex-president him­ 
self. after the commission was given 
to Mr. Storer. 
The truth should be 
k nown in justice to Archbishop Ire­ 
land.”

R egistration F e a tu re Opposed by Men 
Who L a b o r— Injustice in Every Pro­ 


vision of Clark Bill, W hich Had the 


Su p p o rt of Marshall and Other Dem­ 


ocratic P a r ty Leaders. 


“A bill for the restriction of the in­ 
dustrial vote" is a fitting and proper 
title for Senate BUI No. 2, which was 
offered by Senator Clark, Democrat, 
and which was supported by Demo­ 
cratic leaders in senate and house at 
the session of 1909, of the Indiana leg­ 
islature. 
The bill is of especial interest to 
labor. 
It is well to call attention to 
the possibilities in the way of the re­ 
striction of suffrage rights under the 
legislation proposed and urged by the 
Democratic party leaders, including 
Governor Marshall. 
The bill provided for the registra­ 
tion of voters six months before elec­ 
tion day. This would mean that after 
such a registration had been taken, 
with the knowledge it would give as 
to the number of labor votes regis­ 
tered, any political party might nom­ 
inate outspoken foes of labor and elect 
them by using this same measure to 
restrict the labor vote. 
Labor men who investigated the bill 
at the time and who opposed its pas­ 
sage with all their might, declare this 
is not guesswork. 
The bill provided 
for the making of copies of all lists of 
registered 
voters for any qualified 
voter, on request. The machinery for 
putting the facts in the hands of poli­ 
ticians was perfect 
It is held to be plainly evident that 
many workingmen would have been 
unable to register under the Clark 
bill. 
Under the measure, men whose 
occupations 
took them 
away from 
home, would have been forced to go 
before an officer and make oath and 
application, which application must be 
mailed, before the absent voter could 
register and save bis vote. 
Nothing 
but sickness was permitted to stand as 
an excuse for not registering. 
Ab­ 
sence from home was not taken to be 
an excuse for failure to register six 
months ahead of the election. 
By far the most important and dan­ 
gerous feature of the Democratic bill 
to disfranchise labor voters was the 
power given to the challenger to bully, 
intimidate, delay and hinder the voter 
in the exercise of his suffrage rights. 
The whole design of this provision 
was to restrict the vote so far as pos­ 
sible. 
And it is safe to say that the 
politicians who seek to restrict suf­ 
frage or cut down the number of votes • 
are not working for the good of the ! 
people. 
It is plain to see that such 
politicians fear the result of a full 
vote on election day. 
They fear to 
trust government by the people. 
Under the Democratic bill 88 ques- J 
Cions were proposed to be filled out by j 
the voter who had been challenged, i 
This would mean much time lost in 
making out papers to meet the whim 
or evil purpose of the challenger. 
Constant or even frequent challeng­ 
ing. under such a law, would mean 
many waiting voters deprived of their 
fights. 
This would be true especially j 
in the early and late hours, when labor j 
men must vote. 
It is a well-known 
fact that the man who works for his 
living must vote on his way to work, | 
early in the morning, or he must cast 
his ballot after working hours in the 
evening. 
The early rush and the late 
congestion ought to be obviated as 
much as possible. 
The Democratic 
politicians back of the Clark bill pro- I 
posed in that measure to put in the 
power of the challenger the great 
army of industrial voters. 
The bill 
wou'd have left it to the challenger 
to say whether or not labor should 
cast its ballot. 
Labor men consider at this time that 
the Clark bill was urged by men w ho j 
were elevated to office by labor’s votes i 
two years ago. 
Labor men will see to it that these 
men gain do further power.

Bridge Builders’ “ Bends” and 
P h o s ­ 
phorous Poisoning of M atchm akers 
Among Causes of New Point Raised 
by 
Labor— New 
York 
Commission 
Investigates Conditions. 


W hen the island of Manhattan be­ 
came too small for New York city 
and the Brooklyn bridge challenged 
the admiration of the world, attention 
was drawn to a new disease. 
Men who dig deep into river beds 
to build the supports for great bridges 
do iheir work in closed iron cylinders, 
or caissons, into which compressed air 
is forced to prevent water from run­ 
ning in as dirt and gravel are car­ 
ried out. 
This means the increase of 
the ordinary atmospheric pressure by 
three, four and even five times. 
But all do better work under great 
pressure, and tin* men working in cais­ 
sons are not exceptions. They perspire 
freely, and down at the bottom of a 
closed tube, IOO feet below the surface 
of the liver, they work with more 
than usual energy. The trouble comes 
when they pass quickly from this cais­ 
son into the normal atmosphere alK>ve. 


Exposure Causes Pains. 
When the men pass into the area 
of compression the blood absorbs the, 
gases of the air until their tension iu j 
the blood is equal to that in the com­ 
pressed air. 
If a workman is taken 
suddenly from this high pressure the 
gas is liberated in the blood in the 
form of nitrogen bubbles. 
This froth­ 
ing of the blood when workmen pass 
into the outer air sometimes causes 
them to fall unconscious. 
Blood some- , 
times runs from tUdr eyes, ears and 
nost*s. 
The vie tim* feel in their mus­ 
cles and joints severe pains, which they 
call “bends.” 
It is due to tire p*x*iiii- 
arities of the employment. 
It is an 
occupational disease. 
Experiments show’ that when w’o rk -1 
men are obliged to go into and come 
out of the caisson through an rnterme-( 
diary chamber called an “air lock," by 
means of w hich the pressure of the 
confined air is slowly raised or low­ 
ered, the danger of disease is greatly 
diminished. If th4* time limit for “lock­ 
ing" men through this air chamber is J 
carefully regulated much suffering is 
prevented. 
Legislation Regulates Work* 
The Association For Labor Legisla­ 
tion has stimulated investigation of^ 
this subject, and New York state now j 
has legislation for the careful regnla- 
tlon of work in compressed air. 
Diseases owing to peculiar conditions 
of employment may be grouped rough-1 
ly into several principal classes. T h e re ( 
is a Long list of them occasioned by 
the breathing of Impure air, a second 
group due mainly to extremes or rapid 
variations in temperature, a third cLasa 
due to humidity, a fourth to overfa-1 
tigu**. 
Conditions of temperature aud 
humidity, of purity of air and labor 
strain, are often prescribed by th e ; 
cheapest process of manufacture. 
Miners iii the coal fields of West- 
p ha I La are restrained by law from 
working mofe than six hours a day in 
a temperature above 84 degrees. 
In a 
fewr Instances there is legislation de­ 
signed to protect weavers from the ef­ 
fects of excessive moisture. 
In sev­ 
eral countries and stutes a minimum 
standard of purity is established fo r . 
the air in certain trades. 
The problem 
of overfatigue, however, is the m ost; 
complicated of all. 
It is so frequently! 
Involved with other special problems 
that no scientific study can be made of 
it without requiring a general study of j 
industrial diseases and 
factory 
hy­ 
giene. 
Then there are diseases due to indus- j 
trial poisons. 
The International Asso­ 
ciation For Labor Legislation asked 
the Swiss federal council to take the 
initiative iii calling an international! 
conference to forbid by agreement the 
use of white phosphorus in the manu­ 
facture of matches. 
Niue countries 
have signed the treaty prohibiting its 
use. 
Lead Poisoning Dangerous. 
The problem of fixing standards is 
much more difficult in those employ*, 
ments wlivre no satisfactory substi- j 
tutes for industrial poisons have been 
found, 
This is notably true with re- j 
spect to workers in lead. 
In 1909 , 
thirty-three deaths were reported in 
New York alone us due to lead poison­ 
ing. 
But the number of deaths re­ 
ported is no sufficient criterion for 
judgment < oncoming the seriousness 
of an occupational disease. 
Chronic 
poisoning, which lowers vitality and 
c a u se s unto! I suffering, is much more 
serious. 
At a time when compensation for in­ 
ju ries r ieo:ved in employments is the 
most pre- : ig problem for labor legis­ 
lation. the question of occupational 
discase* is also demanding considera­ 
tion. 
England in fourteen years’ ex­ 
perience with her compensation act 
has r e c -lrnixed the principle of com­ 
pensation for industrial diseases. 
It 
is established 
in several 
European 
cou n tries that a workman is entitled 
to compensation if he is incapacitated 
by a disease contracted in his trade 
aud due* to his employment exactly in 
the same way as if he had been dis­ 
abled by an accident.
